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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Responding to the arguments the rejection is maintained on the basis that the Inoue reference teaches [par. 77- 
78] a back-up interface that is used to connect to the network. At the time when the back-up interface is utilized, a connection is established 
to the global network. The Ishiyama reference teaches the deficiency in the Hsing reference for teaching the registration binding process . 
The combination of the Inoue, Hsing, and Ishiyama references teaches the mobile network apparatus for maintaining a connection between 
a mobile network and a global network. The modification of claims 9-15 of the search section further comprising a registration section that 
transmits a registration request of binding between a home address of the first interface as a home address and an address of te second 
interface as a care of address in the mobile network control apparatus, from the second interface to the home agent of the first interface 
changes the scope after the closing of the prosecution which renders further search and/or consideration. 
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
